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Fishing in Lake Nipissing at the mouth of the Wisawasa River 


ONTARIO 


By GEORGE ROBEY, TRAVEL EDITOR 


In Ontario’s forests and waters you'll find 


about every critter that flies, runs or swims 


NTARIO, like all Gaul, seems to us 
O to be divided into three parts. 

First, there is that popular summer 
and fall playground which attracts the 
bulk of the nation’s eastern and mid- 
western vacationers. It is that vast lake- 
studded, pine forested, road-mazed 
area that is bounded roughly by Geor- 
gian Bay on the west, the Ottawa River 
on the north and Lake Ontario to the 
south with the mighty St. Lawrence 
completing the irregular neck lying along 
the northwest boundary of New York 
State. ; 

It is: this area that embraces Lake 
Nipissing, French River, Severn River, 
the eastern coastal waters of Georgian 
Bay, Algonquin Provincial Park and Ka- 
wartha Lakes and the Rideau Lakes, All 
are famous. Some are known for their 
scrappy smallmouth bass; others for the 
elusive musky or the great northerns

that rule the weed beds. In this section 
the walleye, prized both for sport and 
eating qualities, is widely distributed. 
Lake trout for the deep lake trollers and 
the squaretail for the fly rod enthusiasts 
—all are here in varying abundance, ac- 
cording to the fishing pressure. 

Some of the lakes in this area are 
heavily fished. An ever increasing neces- 
sity for “know how” on the part of the 
angler plays a big part in the challenge 
which much of southeastern Ontario of- 
fers the visitor. 

Deer hunting has remained remark- 
ably good in this eastern neck of the 
big Province. The same camps that cater 
to the summer fishermen have their 
hands full with the deer, grouse and 
bear hunters in the fall. Because of its 
innumerable lakes so closely grouped, 
this part of Ontario offers the waterfowl 
hunter some pretty good shooting. 


OUTDOORS

ee you've heard the old stor 
about how Jim Heddon got the idea for 
his first top-water bass plug when he 
tossed a matchbox onto the surface of a 
stream and a big old lunker of a bas 
rolled up and grabbed it. That’s close, 
but not quite close enough for the ree- 
ord. : 

Jim’s discovery of the surface plug 
occurred in about the same way E. H, 
Peckinpaugh hit upon the cork-bodied 
bug and Julio T, Buel stumbled upon the 
metal spoon—quite by accident. Peckin- 
paugh started his experiments with float- 
ing fly rod lures after tossing a discarded 
cork stopper into the water and seeing 
a bass rise and engulf it. Buel’s inge 
ious mind started working when a table- 
spoon slipped from his hand into the 
water and was promptly grabbed, as it 
wobbled and gyrated downward, by a 
fairly hefty lake trout. 

The day Jim Heddon got his idea for

_ After a while, however, Heddon be- 
ran to feel that his bass lure would be- 
ome even deadlier if he could make it 
reate more of a commotion on° the 
vater. So he cut out a piece of metal to 
it the head, causing the lure to burble 
nd splash, and business picked up im- 
nediately. In fact, the lure proved so 
ffective that at first he figured he would 
eep it to himself. But such secrets are 
ard to keep. ; 
| Probably Heddon never thought 
quch, at first, about making the lures to 
ell. His business had always been pub- 
shing. Because of his interest in bee- 
eeping, he served as president of the 
merican Bee Keepers’ Ass’n. and pub- 
sher of the magazine Bee World. With 
is son Charles he founded and pub- 
shed the Dowagiac Daily News. He 
Iso wrote poetry. Those who knew Jim 
he died in 1911 at the age of 66) say

than proven fish-catchers. Anyway, they 
weren't interested in the Heddons’ new- 
fangled fishing gadgets. This was a dis- 
couraging turn of events, but the hurdle 
was not insurmountable. 

The three Heddons soon learned that 
if you want to sell something you must 
first tell your public what you've got, 
and make them want it. With publicity 
and improved finishes the bait business 
began to pick up. The painting and box- 
ing was moved into a downtown Do- 
wagiac building and a few employees 
were trained for the lure-making work. 
Slowly but surely the plugs began to 
appear on the store counters. 


O- of the first batches of sample 
plugs the Heddons made up for 
jobbers’ examination somehow failed to 
dry properly, and on the day when a big 
meeting was to take place the enameled 
baits were still too tacky to display. Faced 
with a crisis, Charles Heddon wondered 
if he could paint a faster-drying material, 
such as lacquer, over the enamel and 
perhaps make the lures dry enough for 
display purposes. He tried it, but the 
lacquer didn’t dry fast enough, either. 
Then Jim Heddon’s wife suggested bak- 


ing them in the oven. That worked—in 


a way. The lacquer dried, all right, but 
the heat caused it to crack and check in 
a thousand tiny crevices. Since the outer 
coating of lacquer was dark and the 
enamel undercoating white, the cracks 
showed up vividly. Even so, Charles 
Heddon took these baits to the meeting 
and, like the good salesman he was, 
introduced them as Heddon’s ultra- 
superlative and special de luxe “crackle- 


back” finish, The plugs became a spec- 


tacular success, and the buyers ordered 
them in gross lots. This same finish is 
still made today, and many fishermen 
of the old school prefer it to all others. 
Always in search of newer and better 
ways of finishing lures, Charles Heddon 
made a happy discovery on a trip 
hrough the pottery manufacturing sec- 
Ohio. Here he noticed the beau-

tiful work done by air brush spraying. 
Heddon knew at a glance that here was 
the final answer to a perfect finish for his 
plugs. Returning to Dowagiac he at once 
went about installing the proper equip- 
ment. But the first paint jobs with the __ 
new spray were failures. The company oe 
making the spray guns reported glumly 
that it was impossible to make a spray — <5 
fine enough for this type of work. of, 
Heddon then proceeded to show | 
them something about their own busi-. 


ness by atomizing the spray through 


_greater pressure and carefully controlled 


mixtures. The result of these experi- 
ments virtually revolutionized the fin- 
ishing of artificial lures. The processes 
used today are much the same as those 
first developed by the Heddons with, of 
course, minor changes to improve eff- 
ciency. : 4 
The Heddon plug-producing business 
grew gradually greater and greater from 
the turn of the century on. Jim Heddon — 
lived to see the business he had founded — 
grow from a kitchen operation to a good- 
sized plant built in 1907. At that time 
the so-called “Dowjack” minnow had be- © Ss 
come an institution. Sears 
But other plugs of great repute were 
making names for themselves, too. Bill 
Jamison brought out his Coaxer top- — 
water plug with the famous red felt ears 
and fished a contest with Ans Decker, _ 
who used his revolving-head plug in op- 1a 
position. It was one of the fishing events 
of the time. Jamison won. And Henry a 
Dills brought out his famous Creek Chub 
“Pikie” minnow on which was founded —_— 
the present-day Creek Chub Co. of Gar- 
rett, Indiana. BE. 
At about the same time Ivan Hen- 
nings produced a plug lure that sold in 
such numbers as to arouse concern over —

Bouncy Bass of the Backwoods

.. away in the semi-wilderness of the White 
Earth region in north-central Minnesota there are 
numerous small lakes that fishermen seldom dis- 
turb. After all, among the ten thousand (more or less) 
lakes of the state there are bound to be some that 
escape the angler’s notice. And in some of these there 
is almost virgin bass fishing. 

Hap Peterson, who lives in this backwoods area, 
told me about one of these lakes one day, and even 
offeréd to haul a boat in for me if I'd like to try it. So 
enlisting the aid of a neighbor, Hap hauled a boat in 
through the woods on‘a two-wheeled carrier, Probably 
boats had floated on this little “lost” lake before mine, 
but not many of them. And I found the kind of bass 
fishing you often dream about. 

Casting around the brush-bordered, weedy shore, I 
caught largemouths that acted as if they had eon 
waiting for a change of diet. They rose and smacked 
surface plugs with vim and abandon, showing little 
preference for color or size or pattern, I showed them 
every surface plug in my tackle box and they took one 
as readily as another, so long as it was properly manip- 
ulated. 

When I came in to meet Hap at sundown I had two 
bass on my stringer—a pair of fat three-pounders. Hap 
allowed as how they were only “middlin’ fair” fish, and 
hinted at another pond lying a little farther back, 
where the bass ran “some bigger.” But that’s another 
trip, for another day tocome.... 
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The largemouths went crazy 
over surface lures—any color, 
shape or size, so long as they 
made lots of commotion on the 
water. I kept only a pair of 
fat three-pounders for supper, 
leaving the rest of them there 
for another day to come...

ea: to none in the world. Already 
a, had released elk, cinnamon bear, 
ie an ae ecal varieties of exotic pheasants 
on the preserve, but none of these had 
roused the curiosity of the natives like 
e wild hogs. 
More than six hundred acres of the 
P serve had been enclosed with a high 
4 ul-proof fence, and Moore, as pro- 
Sy ape of the enterprise, had erected an

elaborate hunting lodge and dog ken- 
nels on his holdings. He planned to en- 
tertain visiting sportsmen, but the area 
was too remote, and he ran out of funds, 
so his dreams never materialized. 

The fifteen European hogs that Moore 
imported to stock the preserve were 
trapped by natives in the Hartz Moun- 
tains of northern Germany. During the 
first few years after the stocking experi- 


“ment the hogs thrived and multiplied, 
‘and by the time World War I started 


they had more than doubled their origi- 
nal number. 

The war, however, took Moore away. 
He disappeared from the enchanting 
shadows of famious. Hooper’s Bald, leay- 
ing management of the preserve in the 
hands of a native caretaker named Cot- 
ton McGuire. Moore was never heard 
from again. McGuire soon ran out of 
funds to maintain the preserve. In 1920

an attempt was made to hunt the boars 
within the enclosure, but the animals 
became so excited they began jumping — 
the fences and breaking them down. 
About a hundred escaped in this man- — 
ner. The project ended altogether when — 
forest fires destroyed the fences, allow- 
ing the animals to roam at will through 
the surrounding wilderness. 

Local hunters made short work of the - 
elk and cinnamon bear, but they soon 
learned to respect the hogs. They found 
that their best hunting dogs were no 
match for the big porkers, and the re- 
mainder of the herd that escaped from the 
preserve scattered into the surrounding _ 
mountains. About half of them filtered 
into North Carolina’s Santeetlah Moun 
tain range, while the remainder cross 
over into what is now the Tellico Wild 
life Management Area of the Cherok 
National Forest in Tenn 1 the 


two areas the hogs have become firmly 
established, and in North Carolina they 
haye even spread beyond the Santeetlah 
Mountains. 

While it would be impossible to com- 
pile an accurate census of these two 
herds because of the type of wilderness 
they inhabit, Tennessee and North Caro- 
lina conservation department authori- 
ties estimate that each herd numbers to- 
day between seven hundred and a thou- 
sand, There is yet no sign of Tennessee’s 
herd spreading beyond the 87,000-acre 
Tellico area, and nowhere has there been 
evidence that the hogs will become over- 
ly abundant in any territory that they in- 
habit. 

Wild boar hunting-is one of the 
world’s oldest hunting sports. From the 
dim pages of ancient history we learn 
that trained hounds once chased and 
brought the pigs to bay for the amuse- 
ment of kings and other nobles, where- 
upon seasoned huntsmen dashed in on 
charging steeds to stick the tuskers with 
crude javelins. 


Is the grizzly bear our 
most dangerous game 
animal? Perhaps. But the 
wild boar offers some 


exeiting moments, too! 
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The hogs of the Tellico and Santeetlah 


Mountains are of the same species as 
those hunted by the kings of old, al- 
though they have bred to some extent 
with native swine. While this country’s 
original stock came from northern Ger- 
manys Hartz Mountains and may be 
properly called “Prussian,” the term 
“European wild boar” seems more fit- 
ting, for the animals ranged over much 
of Europe in those early days. But the 
Tellico and Santeetlah natives call them 
“Rooshan hawgs” and the name seems 
to have stuck. 

For several years after the hogs es- 
caped from the preserve, natives hunted 
them relentlessly. Neither Tennessee 
nor North Carolina had as yet officially 
classed them as game, so the boars had 
no legal protection. 

However, even the most expert hunt- 
ers soon learned to respect the short- 
tempered beasts. Many fine hunting dogs 
lost their lives fighting the “Rooshan 
hawgs,” and more than one mountain 
hunter has been charged by cornered 
boars. So, despite heavy hunting pres- 
sure, they held their own until 1936, 
when both Tennessee and North Caro- 
lina gave them some protection by es- 
tablishing a Cooperative Management 
Area for them. 

The “Rooshans” are big animals, the 
boars sometimes reaching over four hun- 
dred pounds in weight. The average, 
however, is around two hundred pounds, 
while the sows rarely weigh more than 
a hundred and fifty. In general, the hogs 
are long, lean, coarse-haired animals 
with large buffalo-like foreparts and 
comparatively small hind parts. Their

heads are massive, with | arge ears and 
small beady eyes. The old home have a 


_ Set of curved tusks perfectly designed 


for infighting, and they don’t hesitate to 
use them when cornered. 

Little do the hogs worry about food 
so long as the woods remain unburned. 
Their diet consists of roots, herbs, mast 
of all kinds, snails, salamanders, snakes, 
turtles, and a varied assortment of other 
foods which are abundant in the moun- 
tains. Sometimes the hogs travel in 
herds, feeding as they go, but the older 
males usually stay pretty much to them- 
selves except during the mating season. 
Experienced guides can e% ae distin- 
guish the tr acks of the larger boars, and 
these are the ones that they turn their 
dogs loose on. 

The best boar hunting guides learned 
their business back in the days before 
the hogs were officially classed as game. 
Guides like Zack and Ben Ellis of Tellico 
Plains, Tennessee, have been hunting 
them ever since the hogs escaped from 
the Hooper’s Bald preserve. These 
guides have even developed special 
strains of hog dogs, and rarely do they 
guide a party ty that does not get a boar, 

Boar hunts are held each fall in both 
Tennessee and North Carolina on a su- 
pervised party basis. Guides and dogs 
are hired by the party leaders for a rea- 
sonable fee. The guides know where the 
big boars are feeding, and they will al- 
ways insist that the day’s hunt gets 
started by dawn. 

A guide’s helper places members of 
the party on stands near regular boar 
runs while the guide bens starts off

he needed somebody to run the line off 
the reel at the precise speed that would 
make the proper screech on the sound 
track. Peggy, his very pretty wife, had 
tried pulling it off with the reel held in 
a vise, but the sound wasn’t steady and 
sustained as it is when a strong fish 
makes a long, fastrun. 

I had expected to find the house 
burned down, or something of that na- 
ture, and was disappointed to learn that 
the emergency was such a minor one, 
but as long as I was there I agreed to 
lend a hand. So while Larry manned 
the recording machine, and Peggy held 
the reel at the proper distance from the 
microphone, I took the line and ran with 
it. Unfortunately, the only way I could 
run out the entire ninety feet of line 
and hundred feet of backing in one un- 
broken run was to start at the micro- 
phone, which was set up on the dining 
room table, run through the dining 
room into the front hallway, down the 
hallway and out the front door, down 
the steps and across the lawn (through

Streamers are deadly in the spring—if you know how to use ’em 


PRIL opens the trout season and ush- 
ers in the cold, highwater fishing 
that many anglers find so difficult. 

Streamers are effective all season long 
and they take every kind of fish that 
feeds on active living food, but perhaps 
they're of greatest value to the early sea- 
son angler on the trout stream. 

During the spring runoff the trout are 
just coming out of their winter lethargy. 
Many of them are still half numb with 
cold and lack either the strength or the 
desire to buck the current for their food. 
Spring finds them at their lowest ebb in 

- strength and the current at its swiftest, 
when it is hardest of all for the fish to 
breast it. One factor favors them, how- 
ever. During the spring runoff the 
streams carry more food per cubic foot, 
washed in from the flooded watersheds, 
than they do at any other time of year. 
As a result the trout tend to congregate 
in the backwaters and eddies where they 
don’t have to buck the current but still 
have access to some of the food that is 
being swept seaward by the rushing 


water. They choose locations from 
which they can take their food with a 
minimum of effort, gaining strength 
thereby for increased activity and step 
by step building back their strength to- 
ward summer's normal. 

Later; when their strength has re- 
turned somewhat, they'll move out of the 
eddies into the runs and swifter waters 
where the food supply is greater than in 
the backwaters. But when the season 
starts they're usually still deep in the ed- 
dies with hunger driving them to feed 
voraciously with little delicacy and se- 
lectiveness, less-than-usual wariness re- 
garding leader sizes. The early season 
problem is to put a lure or bait where the 
fish can reach it easily. The streamer is 
big and attractive to the trout, the most 
attractive of all the artificial flies at that 
time. The best streamers are those which 
have an action at the slowest speeds. 

While the trout remain in the back- 
waters and eddies that’s where the 
streamer must be fished. It must travel 
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slowly and it must travel deep. The — 


trout cling to the lower waters at that 
time (most of their food is near the bot- 
tom then) and rarely will they come to 
the surface for either natural food or an 
artificial fly. A heavy split shot fastened 
just ahead of the streamer will take it 
down to the lower level; the retrieve 
must be slow in order to keep it there. 
The streamer may be cast out and per- 
mitted to sink almost to the bottom then 
retrieved in very slow pulls that will 
keep it within a foot or two of the stream 
bed. This slow fishing is a far cry from 
the rapid action of surface wet fly or dry 
fly fishing but it is effective and those 
who are out for fish as well as exercise 
had best move their flies slowly. There is 
a deep pool in the Battenkill in front of 
the house where the trout winter. It 
shallows off at the upper end. It’s my 
barometer. Until I see fish feeding up 
in the shallows at the head of the pool 
I fish deep. Once the fish leave the pool 
and spread out into the long run above 
it I leave the deep and slow retrieves be- 
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This kind of typical early season water calls for slow fishing and a weighted deep-running streamer 
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_ hind me and switch to the pleasanter 
fishing afforded by an unweighted fly. 
One of the hardest things for the fly 
fisherman to learn seems to be a change 
in pace in his retrieves. Too many of 
them use the same retrieve whether 
there are pockets of snow on the stream 
banks or if they're fishing in the midst 
of an August drought. They develop a 
successful method of imparting action to 
a fly and then proceed to use it unvary- 
ingly through all the seasons. As a result 
they're very successful under one par- 
ticular set of stream conditions and are 
likely to be blanked at other times. 
When the trout are deep the flies must 
go deep to reach them and move slowly 
to stay there. 


A great many anglers seem to be} 


afraid to retrieve slowly for fear there'll 
be so much slack in the line that they 
won't be able to feel the strike when it 
comes or that the fish will spit the 
streamer out before they can strike hard 
enough to set the hook. These are dan- 
gers, it is true, but they are hazards that 
must be accepted and overcome. When 
the fish are in deep water the angler 
must accept whatever hazards and in- 
conveniences are necessary in order to 
reach them. The knack of hooking the 
strikes one gets on a slow moving stream- 
er is not difficult to achieve. The strike 
really is necessary. In most wet fly fish- 
ing the fish hook themselves and perhaps 
that’s why the very slow retrieve seems 
so strange and awkward to the average 
fly caster. It is more like fishing a dry fly 
except that the strike cannot be seen but 
ust be felt. It is almost identical with 
shing a nymph upstream. At the slight- 
st touch from a fish the strike must 
ome, swift and hard. 


FACTOR probably more discouraging 
than the awkwardness of the slow re- 
ieve is the difficulty of casting with the 
eight at the fly. There’s no doubt that 
uch casting seems a little like throwing 
grapefruit around at the end of a lead- 
r. Adding weight to the fly takes a lot of 
the delicacy out of casting but it can be 
anaged if the casts are perfectly made 
d the movement of the fly through the 
ir is smooth. If the change of direction 
s made at exactly the right time the cast 
ill be easy-flowing; if it is a fraction de- 
yed or a shade early it will be miser- 
bly uneven. 

To overcome unevenness the casting 
istance can be shortened until perfec- 
ion of rhythm is achieved, then gradu- 
lly lengthened again. The weight nec- 
ssary to sink the streamer may be di- 
ided into a number of segments which 
an be spread out over the leader length 
r smoother casting. The use of a line 
aving a high specific gravity and fast 
inking characteristics will aid not only 

getting the fly down but in casting 

well. 

To reach the deep eddies it is often 
ossible to cast far upstream above them

and let the churning water take the 
right down to the fish’s level just as it 
carries his food to him. When the fly has 
reached the right spot the line can bé 
tightened and the retrieve started. This. 
is a method for reaching those fish that 
lie in under the small falls and over- 
hanging ledges. It may take forty or 
fifty casts to get just the right sweep of 
the current for a good presentation of 
the fly but it is worthwhile to make fifty 
casts in such a spot where you know the 
fish are lying rather than make a hun- 
dred surfaces casts when the fish are not 
on the surface. 

Later on when the fish move out into 
the steady-flowing water they can be 
fished with non-weighted streamers. 
They'll come up to the surface for their 
food then and will hit a fast-moving fly. 
Then the angler should fish all the water, 
for the trout will have left the deep ed- 
dies in favor of the edges of the fa 
flows and the center of the slower cur- 
rents . . . or just to rove at random in 
search of food. When using a streame 
for this later fishing it’s worthwhile to 
add a dropper fly about three feet ahead 
of the streamer. The small fly will pick 
up a few fish that might refuse the 
streamer and, with the heavier streamer 
to ‘straighten out the casts will rarely 
cause any casting difficulty or tangling of 
the leader. For fishing the pocket water 
the streamer may be fished just at the 
surface while the dropper skips and skit 
ters, a most attractive maneuver for 
brook trout. 


Casting and Movies

A still camera is more difficult to work 
with but the film cost will be much lower. 
The story of your casting will not be as 
complete with stills and they will be most 
effective when a fault is suspected so that 
a photograph can be taken at the moment 
when it is most evident. If someone who 
understands casting takes the pictures, 
he or she can time them to show the 
faults at the best possible instant. Still 
pictures will do the job but cannot com- 
pare with movies for thoroughness or de- 
tail.

the surface as it nears the caster. There 
is one “right” depth for the lure to travel 
along under the particular fishing condi- — 
tions existing at the time. The diving 
plug may run tangent to this depth, 
touching it at one point only . . . or it 
may cross the optimism fishing level at 
two points and have part of its path 
above and part below it. It is physically 
impossible to make a diving plug travel 
a straight line of uniform depth from one 
end of the retrieve to the other. 

With a sinking plug or lure no move- 
ment is required to keep it under water. 
The angler has either two or three fac- 
tors to work with depending upon 
whether the lure has a diving device or 
not. If it does not have a diving lip the 
two factors are time and the movement 
imparted by the rod and reel. If the plug 
dives when retrieved that factor must be 
added to the other two. The cast is made ~ 
and the plug is allowed to sink for a cer- 
tain length of time to reach the desired 
depth. How long a period is required 
can be determined by letting the lure © 
drop into the water beside the boat and 
counting seconds until it gets to the 
depth preferred. The same count at the — 
end of the cast will let the bait sink an 
equal distance. The retrieve is started at 
the right time and a speed is maintained 
which will hold the lure at that level. 
This speed is not constant since the pull 
with a long line is almost horizontal but 
as the lure approaches the boat the pull 
is increasingly upward. The retrieve 
must end at a slower speed than it starts 
unless the rod is poked down into the 
water to eliminate the upward pull with 
a shortening line. A little practice will 
enable any angler to get a fairly flat re- 
trieve at any desired depth. 

Even when a sinking plug is used too 
few anglers sink it quickly enough. Prob- 
ably more because of habit than for any 
other reason they start retrieving as soon 
as the lure strikes the water. This makes 
the plug start off at an angle instead of 
sinking straight down at the point of im- 


a. shore or weedbeds 
nest chance of hooking a fish is right 
where the plug lands, at the edge of the 
weeds, against the old stumps or beside 
the sheer rocks. Only by giving complete 
slack until the plug sinks perpendicular- 
ly to the retrieve level at the point where

Bluegill-bass Combination 


HE State of Illinois has issued a bulle- 

tin entitled: The Bass-Bluegill Com- 
bination in a Small Artificial Lake. The 
subject of this bulletin is a 1.38 acre lake 
which was poisoned and restocked with 
1,440 largemouth bass fry and 240 adult 
bluegills. The total yield of fish in the 
years immediately following the stock- 
ing was 223 Ibs., 200 lbs. and 180 lbs., 
with the bass yield running between 50 
and 60 lbs. The character of the lake 
changed because of the variation in the 
amount of vegetation present and the 
proportional increase or decrease in 
open water available. The growth of 
pondweed furnished a hiding place for 
small bluegills and other bass food. 
When this cover was removed the food 
was exposed and the bass growth rate 
went up.

New Gadget 


N AN effort to concentrate a number 
of needed tools in one implement the 
Conboy Craftsmen of Utica, N. Y., have

Be- 
cause of the scissors-type action the 
hook disgorger is only long enough to 
take care of the smaller fish and the di- ~ 
vided grip on the handle is not as secure 
as if it were a single piece instead of di- 
vided. The average fisherman, unless he 
finds much need for a heavy bladed knife 
of the normal type, may find this jack- 
of-all-knives a handier gadget to wear 
on his belt. 


Fasy-to-clean Reel 


le new Heddon Pal reel is designed 
for simplicity of cleaning and oiling, 
working on the theory that while most 
bait casters may oil their reels occasion- 
ally few anglers take time and trouble to 
clean their reels often enough and thor- 
oughly enough. The new Pal reel can be 
taken apart simply by unscrewing the 
outside rim-clamp holding the right hand 


end plate to the frame, Then the frame, 
level winding device and left hand plate 
end rim-clamp are free and can be 
cleaned separately. In this condition all 
the gears and working parts are exposed 
for brushing with solvent and a subse- 
quent renewing of oil film required for 
smooth action, Old timers will remember 
this method of assembly as similar to that 
of the Takapart and Tripart reels of the 
1920s. It’s not a new idea but it is a good 
one. 


How to Keep Fish 
"Be aot a preparation called Liquid 


Ice now:on the market which will 
keep fish from spoiling for a consider- 
able time. Sprayed over the fish every 
few hours it prevents deterioration on 
those hot summer days when you can’t 
get them to refrigeration fast enough. 

But the best way to keep fish from 
spoiling is to keep them alive. The live 
box that forms the seat in the old flat 
bottomed fishing boat is the safest and 
best fish keeper yet designed. Fresh 
water flows into the box through holes 
in the bottom of the boat and the sides 
and cover of the well keep the water 
dark and cool. The fish are safe in a 
live box and will stay there for days 
at a time. 

Small mesh nets with circular frames 
to give them shape are also used as live 
fish keepers. They're okay if you're not 
moving fast or far, but when dragged 
behind the boat, they tend to force the 
fish against the rear of the net and if 
dragged very far at any considerable 
speed, some dead fish may result. 
They're also outside the boat where 
they may catch on snags or foul up in 
the weeds, and even if you don’t rip a 
hole in them, they'll slow down your 
progress and tend to take you off your 
course. 

The live-stringer with clips that go 
through the lips of the fish will keep 
them alive but has the disadvantage 
of catching on lily pads and snags the 
same as the nets. Any of these methods

‘Check Line Wear 


fg etc lines should be checked fre- 
quently for wear or weakness from 
any other cause. These lines tend to 
weaken in the last few feet near the lure 
which gets the most pressure and goes 
through the guides and tiptop at the 
greatest speed. Care in this respect may 
save the loss of an important fish. It may 
save a lure or two as well. Ever have a 
backlash and watch the lure snap off the 
end of the line and go sailing out over 
the water? If it’s a floater and lands on 
the water you can retrieve it but if it’s a 
sinking lure there’s not much chance of 
your getting it back. A little care with 
the line end is worthwhile. 


Give ’Em Slack 


eae every fisherman has run up 
against fish that insist upon doing 
a lot of twisting and rolling. These fish 
usually get away. Their rollings and 
turnings bring some hard jolts to the 
line and are likely to tear out the hook, 
break the leader, or even do serious 
damage to the rod, if the fisherman isn’t 
alert and careful. 

The first thing to do when a fish 
starts that underwater rolling is to get 
the rod up high, so that the spring of 
the rod is best suited to take up the 
hard tugs as they come. The line should 
be held with the lightest possible ten- 
sion, to run out freely when the shocks 
come. A tight line at ‘hard pressure 
seems to encourage fish to keep going 
and they're almost sure to get away. 

A very delicate pressure or even 
pure slack seems to turn their activi- 
ties into running or jumping — easier 
tactics for the fisherman to cope with, 
and more tiring for the fish. 


Hatches on the Lakes 


Deak those oily, calm days of late 
spring many of the northern lakes 
have heavy hatches of mayflies, flying 
ants and other insects. When these 
hatches occur the surface of the water 
is literally covered with insects and 
many of the larger trout desert their 
normal cannibalistic custom and start 
surface feeding. There may be only 
two or three such evenings or days in 
each season but the fortunate anglers 
who happen to be there at the time en- 
joy a rare sight and an opportunity to 
take big fish on small dry flies. 

When surface feeding on these in- 
sects the big trout, landlocked salmon 
or lakers cruise around, apparently aim- 
lessly. They'll rise here and there as 
they move along, rarely following a

straight course, which makes it ex- 
tremely difficult to determine where to 
cast your imitation for the best chance 
of being on their line of travel. Al- 
though the lake may seem to be alive 
with big fish there’s a lot of water to 
cover and it’s rarely possible to take 
more than a few such fish in an eve- 
ning, for even though rising fish are 
constantly in sight they're not con- 
sistently within casting range. 

Dry fly fishing on a lake is more 
difficult than on flowing water. There’s 
no current to impart life to your feath- 
ered imitation and it must lie, apparent- 
ly lifeless, amid thousands of real 
insects, all of which are within easy 
reach of the fish you're hoping to catch. 


In the quiet water on a still evening, a| 


long, fine leader is necessary. These 
cruising fish have ample time to look 
over your fly before taking it and unless 
your leader is fine enough to fool them 
and your imitation quite tempting, 
they'll just turn their heads a fraction 
of an inch and take one of the naturals 
that cover the surface nearby. 


Take out the Temper 


M* GrorcE Truax of Detroit sends 
a tip for fishermen who fish in 
waters infested with logs and snags. 
Having run into this problem in Michi- 


gan’s streams he’s solved it to his satis- | 


faction by softening his hooks. He 
lights a match and lets it burn down 


| while holding it under the hook. This 


takes the temper out of the steel and 
softens it. He finds that the hooks so 


| treated will still be strong enough to 


hold. his fish (including a 21-inch 
brookie) but that when he gets snagged 
he can pull hard and straighten out 
the hook, thus freeing the line and 
avoiding loss or breakage.

__ Dropper flies can be skittered across 


e surface while the tail fly swims 
ust under water. Fished in that way, 


in the pocket water or at the edges of 
‘the willows. A dropper fly gives you 
a choice of patterns and sizes, too. It 
is a simple matter to make a loop for 
attaching the dropper fly. A snelled 
hook can be attached by passing the 
loop on the leader through the loop 
at the end of the snell and then passing 
the fly through the loop on the leader. 
Tf you have extra tippets, a five- or six- 
inch length can be attached by using 
half of a fisherman’s knot. It will jam 
up against one of the leader knots and 
hold solidly. Then the fly can be tied 
to the free end just as if to the end of 
the leader. I like to use gut or nylon 
of medium weight for droppers with a 
diameter about the same as that to 
which it is attached. If the dropper 
gut is very fine, it is likely to tangle 
with the rest of the leader when you're 
) casting. 


Maine’s Salmon License 


HE state of Maine has issued new 

regulations this season regarding At- 
lantic salmon angling. She is doing a 
grand job of re-establishing these splen- 
did fish in her northern rivers. These 
regulations call for a special $5 license 
for residents and a $5 license for non- 
residents. The regulations further pro- 
vide that “no person shall catch or kill 
Atlantic salmon in any manner except 
by hook and line on artificial flies.” The 
bag limit is two fish a day. 

For the first time in the United States, 
an official ruling has been made that ac- 
cepts the fact that Atlantic salmon are 
mot like other game fish and cannot be 
Hished so freely. We once had Atlantic 

almon runs in all our northeastern rivers 
so great that they seemed inexhaustible. 
They vanished because they belonged 
0 everyone and hence the responsibility 
of protecting them did not rest with 
lany group strong enough or interested 
enough to maintain them. Wherever At- 
lantic salmon have beeri opened to public 
fishing at “popular” license fee they have 
been or are being driven toward extinc- 
tion, Only where the salmon fishing has 
been private and restricted and the com- 
nercial netting near the mouths of the 
rivers has been prohibited have they 
ome near holding their own.

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Worm Insurance 


Wes are a cinch to dig at 
time of year.

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the safety of the bass population of the 
country. This was the fabulously success- 
ful red-head Bass-Oreno, which laid the” 
foundation of the South Bend Bait 
Company. Whereas other wobbling 
lures depended upon a metal collar to 
give them action, the Bass-Oreno had a 
slanted scoop cut into its head which 
gave the lure a sinuous and seductive 
motion through the water. 

The wobbling principle likewise in-~ 
spired Charles Helin of Detroit, Michi- 
gan, to bring out what is known today 
as the Flatfish, a lure that he tells me 
has sold over five million and is still 
| going strong. The Flatfish will probably 
remain one of the most successful plugs 

of all time. 

The top-water plug that Heddon 
brought forth has seen one plug follow: 
ing another come upon the scene. The 
Creek Chub Darter early made a name 
for itself. Both Jamison and Shakespeare 
presented the fishing fraternity with 
mouse plugs, both very killing. Arbogast 
in more recent times created his sensa- 
tional Jitterbug, a burbling surface lure 
that a bass cannot seem to resist. Out of 
Heddon’s plant came the amazing Craz 
Crawler which recently took a world’s’ 
record Kamloops (rainbow) trout in 
Lake Pend Oreille, Idaho. Much of the 
popularity of these noisy surface lures) 
lies in their deadliness for night fishing, 
when the bass are attracted to them by 
the noise and commotion they make.

ing near shore, the fishing fraternity also 
needed a lure or plug that would go 
down for them when they are in water 
fifteen to twenty feet in depth.

Also catering to those who 
have to fish deep for bass, a company 
down in Gainesville, Texas, produced a 
bomb-like plug that they have nameé 
the Bomber. It, too, has a projecting 
metal lip which carries the lure toward 
the bottom to ransack the depths where 
the tackle-busters lie. 

Now plug-makers have gone to both 
extremes in the size of their lures. There 
are jumbo plugs that take mammoth sal- 
mon in the waters of the North Pacific, 
and there are tiny little light-weight

These smaller plugs 
prove exceptionally effective in deep, 

clear water, and they cast extremely well 

- witha aoe line and a six-foot rod. They 

_ also work well on trout, especially big 
browns. 

In the measure of time it has not been 
so long since Jim Heddon first started 
things humming in the industry of plug 
making. Back in those days the fisher- 
man was not happy unless he had five 
gangs of hooks on his plug, or fifteen 
barbs in all. We have become more 
sportsmanlike today, and most plugs 
are now decorated with two gangs in- 

_ stead of five. Single-hook lures are be- 
coming increasingly popular, too, as 
fishermen discover how well they work 
in heavy weeds, and how easily-a fish 
can be unhooked and returned to the 
water to fight again another day. 

All in all, plug fishing is great sport 
and leads so far over all other methods 
of fishing as to make this type of lure 
the great American favorite. There may 
be equals to it in bass fishing, but no su- 
periors. And Jim Heddon started it all 
with a piece of discarded wood. 
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sixth and seventh tries, but on the eighth 
I ran smack into the arms of the local 
constable, who had been summoned by 
the neighbor across the street, who had 
apparently been aroused from his sleep 
by some remarks I had made when I fell 
into his forsythia.

Conservation’s Big Chance

LONG LAST, Washington appears 


T 
Arey to recognize the need for an 
all-out conservation effort. 

That is, a “task force” of the natural 
resources committee of the Hoover 
Commission for Governmental Reor- 
ganization has recommended that a De- 
partment of Natural Resources be cre- 
ated. 

Here, then, is what sportsmen have 
always pleaded for; recognition of na- 
tural resources at cabinet level; elimi- 
nation of costly “red tape” by bringing 
together into one unified department the 
now widely scattered and sometimes 
competing federal agencies that deal 
with our wildlife, forests, minerals, sur- 
face lands and waters. 

The Hoover Commission was created 
by the 80th Congress to study methods 
for streamlining the federal government. 
Headed by former President Herbert 
Hoover, it has just concluded a 16-

It is intended principally as a rifle for 
boys and beginners but many older,

Mr. Taylor is, of course, a master 
hunter and game shot able to handle 
easily situations that would be extreme- 
ly dangerous for anyone less experi- 
enced and skilful, and for that reason 
alone, his respect for the little rifle 
should carry weight. 

The single shot .22 is unquestionably 
the safest rifle for the beginner. There is 
no chance for a loaded cartridge to get 
into the chamber unless it is put there 
deliberately, nor does the single shot 
feature put a serious handicap’on a man 
Who is a good shot and a skilful hunter. 

The Winchester Model 47 has an ad- 
ditional safeguard against accidents in 
an automatic safety which is locked 
every time the rifle is loaded, It is nec- 
essary to release this safety with each 
shot. The rifle has a 25-inch crowned 
barrel and is altogether a handsome little 
gun. : 


N: ONE has ever succeeded in con- 
vincing me that the modern bolt ac- 
tion is as satisfactory for the .22 rimfire 
cartridges and other small case game car- 
tridges as were the lever and rolling 
block actions of an earlier time.

to the feeding grounds with his dora 
Two hunters may accompany the guide 
if they feel tough enough to take it, and 
it is those who follow the dogs that are 
most likely to get a shot. 

The average boar pack consists of 
four or five cross-bred dogs, most of them 
containing a mixture of Plott and blue- 
tick hound, common cur, and airedale 
blood, and always one cold-nosed strike 
dog. Once at the known feeding grounds 
the guide searches for fresh boar signs. 
And it is truly amazing, in the dimness 
of a mountain dawn, how an experienced 
guide can pick out the freshest tracks 
and those of the larger boars. He lets 
his strike dog take a few whiffs of the 
boar scent, and if he bawls just right, h 
will then be unleashed. Away goes th 
dog yelping with excitement, while th 
others strain eagerly at their leashes. 

After a few minutes, if the trail grows 
warm, the guide releases the rest of the 
pack, and the chase gets on in earnest, 
From their lofty fog-rimmed posts, the 
standers can hear ‘enchanting music, 
with five or six boar dogs singing im 
harmony on a smoking hot Krak 

The guide follows his pack, the hast 
ters trailing along if they can keep up 
The guide tries to stay within hearing 
of the dogs, as there’s always the chance 
a boar may decide to stop and fight it 
out before running too far, Some of the 
smaller hogs sometimes run for hours, 
but the old boars usually stop in some 
dense ivy “hell” to fight it out with the 


dogs after running only an hour or so 


| Bae the fleeing boar will run by 
some of the standers before coming toy 
bay, and in this case it takes some fast 
and fancy shooting to bring him down 
Unless hit vitally, a big “Roosham hawg 
can absorb a lot of lead and still keep 
going. While most of the shots will be 
at close range (rarely over forty yards) 
the dense undergrowth makes it tric 
shooting at best. Most natives usé 
thirty- thirty carbines, although many 
prefer twelve gauge shotguns and slugs. 

If the boar comes to bay withou 
giving any of the standers a chance, then 
the guide andthe hunters following him 
get their chance. And ‘a boar at bay is 
far more dangerous than one running 
well ahead of a pack. Invariably, 
stops in the densest jungle it can find 
and the guide and hunters usually have 
to crawl in on their hands and knees, 
More often than not they have to hack 
their way in with a hunting knife, while 
the blood-curdling mixture of yelps; 
growls, snarls, and squeals from the en 
raged boar and excited dogs make thei 
hair fairly stand up on their heads, — 

But the real excitement and dang¢ 
come later. 

The guide carries only a pistol, a

mot osed to shoot a boar except to 
protect himself or his dogs. Some of the 
parties allow their guides to carry a rifle, 
ut usually the actual shooting is left 
jup to the hunter if at all possible. 
Once the hunter crawls in to where 
he can see what is taking place, his blood 
jpressure is certain to rise some more. 
ile some of the dogs yelp frantically 
around the boar’s head, others dive in 
nd slash at his hind parts, with the boar 
squealing and savagely charging his 
tormentors. A dog must have plenty of 
guts to fight a “Rooshan hawg,” but 
those mountain hog dogs have what it 
akes. Otherwise, they don’t eat gravy 
tor long. More than one that refused to 
fight has had his brains blown out on 
€ spot. 


¥7 HEN the hunter finds an opening 
for a shot, he tries for the backbone, 
‘ust behind the fore legs, or high in the 
chest, these being the three most vital 
areas. A hog’s brain is only about the 
size of a walnut, so a head shot is seldom 
fatal. Wounded boars are the most dan- 
erous of all, and are as likely to charge 
he hunter as the dogs. They have been 
cnown to chase hunters up trees after 
raking six or seven slugs in non-vital 
parts of their bodies. 

Paul Moore, staff photographer of the 
Tennessee Conservation Department, 
ived to tell of an experience of this kind 
n the Tellico area.

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VEW BOATS 
EW METHODS 


By ELON JESSUP, BOATING EDITOR 


‘A. recent invasion of the small boat 
field by hulls of new materials poses its 
own problems concerning the annual re- 
furbishing job currently on our docket. 
Say you ask me how to patch a canoe. 
That one used to be easy but nowadays 
I can’t tell you unless you specify the 
kind of canoe. Is it canvas covered cedar 
or aluminum or plywood or some special 
type of plastic? An aluminum plate rivet- 
ed to canvas sides might not work too 
well. 

To a degree, it’s the same with paint- 
ing. Take the case of a priming coat. This 
may sound a small detail but it looms 
large when you are dealing with fir ply- 
wood as I can testify from complaints I 
have encountered of surface checking 
later on. It is probably with home-built 
plywood boats that such checking most 
often occurs. Professional builders are 
only too well aware that unless the bare 
wood of fir plywood is treated with a 
special resin sealer the grain tends to rise 
when exposed to water and the paint 
naturally rises with it. 

Usually a single priming coat of sealer 
such as Firzite obtainable at any paint 
store will serve as prevention, although 
some of the plywood boat builders spread 
on two coats; the first coat plain, the sec- 
ond with flake paste aluminum stirred in, 
about one pound to the gallon. From 
there on the painting job proceeds as 
with any planked type of hull. Or maybe 
youre faced with the problem of a fir 
plywood hull that was painted last year 
but has since hopelessly checked. About 
the only thing to be done is to strip down 
to bare wood, recoat with a resin sealer, 
knife some good calking compound into 
the checks, sand smooth and repaint. 

With plywood as in the case of any 
other hull materials, repairs if needed 
should be made before you do any paint- 
ing. Unsightly gouges are easily filled 
with either cement, plastic wood or resin 
glue putty, then sanded down after hard- 
ening, As a rule, the depression should 
be full to overflowing to insure a per- 
fectly flush surface after sanding. After 
painting, you'll never know the gouges 
were there. A varnished. surface, how- 
ever, may be different. For the sake of 
appearance, cut through the outer ply— 
no deeper than essential—with a sharp

knife, work a small square out and match 
with new ply, using waterproof resin 
glue and holding the finished job in place 
under pressure from clamps. 

Or, maybe last season you punched a 
sizeable jagged hole all the way through, 
patched it temporarily and now wish to 
make a permanent repair. The most prac- 
tical way as a rule is to cut out the 
smashed area to a square or rectangle 
and fit in.a matching piece of waterproof 
plywood together with another and big- 
ger piece to serve as backing on the in- 
side. 

Spread waterproof resin glue around 
the edges of the matching piece and on 
the face of the backing piece. Strong 
pressure is required but screw fastening 
will take care of this. Sink screws into 
the backing piece from the inside point- 
ing outward—just opposite from what 
you would do with a planked boat. Bet- 
ter not countersink the screw holes, for 
plywood is pretty thin. However, in the 
case of a fine molded plywood traft, I 
shouldn’t do anything about it till Pd

rubber type enamel. : 

If you wish an aluminum canoe of the 
painted variety—certainly advisable fo’ 
salt water—the best way beyond a doubt 
is to buy it that way in the first place, 
factory painted. But suppose you haven't 
and now feel the need for paint. The h 
you bought hasn’t been processed fo’ 
taking paint. Can it be done? The Grum

inting job is possible if you first clean 
e hull thoroughly with a scouring soap 
uch as Bon Ami, then wash it down with 
negar or an etching solution such as 
etal Prep. After a coat of primer a good 
trade of marine synthetic enamel is rec- 
mmended. The canoe shouldn’t be used 
or at least a week. 

As for repairs, the aluminum boat 
ywner appears to have little to worry 
bout. If the unusual happens and the 
ull actually becomes punctured, repairs 


an be made either by welding or rivet- |’ 


ag on an aluminum patch. Welding is 
listinctly a metalsmith’s job. Riveting 
n be undertaken by the amateur. The 
atch is best applied to the inside of the 
noe or boat, overlapping the break 
y at least an inch. It can be formed to 
contours of the hull by pounding it 
ently with a mallet against a sand bag. 
The most common form of damage 
aluminum craft are dents. These are 
asily removed in most cases with a plas- 
‘e rawhide or rubber mallet, a sand bag 
eing used as backing, held against the 
oncave side of the dent. Grumman ad- 
ises against steel hammers. Unless used 
vith extreme care one of these is likely 
thin out and work-harden the alumi- 
um alloy. Dent should be worked 
ound the perimeter, toward the center 
vith no heavier blows than are needed to 
nooth the metal back in place.

Watch Your Brush 


ROFESSIONAL painters will tell you 

that a clean brush is essential to a 
good job for a clean brush will cover 
more yards of painting surface and will 
work more pliably and efficiently. A new 
brush should be given a special breaking 
in, This process consists of immersing it 
for a day or more in linseed oil. When it 
is ready to be used the surplus oil is re- 
moved usually by pressing with a wood 
batten, running toward the tip. 

When a new brush has been thus treat- 
ed with oil, the paint pigment thereafter 
does not cling as tightly to the bristles 
which makes the brush all the more eas- 
ily kept clean. The initial dipping into 
the paint should be slow and gradual, 
allowing the brush to absorb just enough 
but not too much and then you can put 
it to work. 

It has long been the custom with some 
painters to keep their used brushes in 
water, the theory being that so long as 
air can’t reach them, they will never 
harden. While this is no doubt partially 
correct, recent information warns em- 
phatically against the practice. It is now 
held that the water treatment destroys 
the natural spring of a brush and renders 
it soft and flabby. You are also warned 
against slapping a brush against the 
edge of a plank, another favored old 
custom. Recommended practice after 
using is to remove as much surplus as 
possible, then hang the brush in a can of 
keeping liquid consisting of two parts 
linseed oil and one part turpentine. It 
can be turps only for a brush used in 
varnish,

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DOGS AND CONSERVATION 


By HENRY P. DAVIS, KENNEL EDITOR 


Al. importance of dogs in the field of 
game conservation has been brought into 
sharp focus by the recent publication of 
a 64-page pamphlet entitled Bird Dogs 
in Sport and Conservation. This booklet 
is the product of the pen of Dr. Ralph 
E. Yeatter, Game Specialist, Section of 
Game Research and Management, Nat- 
ural History Survey Division, Urbana, 
Il]. Dr. Yeatter is a graduate of Michigan 
State College and holds master’s and 
doctor’s degrees from the University of 
Michigan. 

That it is being offered free by the 
Natural History Survey Division is a fine 
tribute to the fact that a hunting dog can 
be of much value in conserving the game 
he seeks for his master’s gun. Known as 
Circular 42, the booklet pays tribute to 
the dog for his ability greatly to increase 
the enjoyment of his master’s sport, calls 
attention to his value in salvaging crip- 
pled or dead game and gives full credit 
for his important services in a compara- 
tively little-known field of endeavor— 
wildlife research. 

Regarding the reducing of crippling 
losses, Dr. Yeatter says: “It is now rec- 
ognized that retrievers and other hunting 
dogs that are trained to retrieve have an 
important place in game management. 
By capturing wounded birds and mam- 
mals that would otherwise escape the 
hunter, these dogs reduce materially a 
serious wastage of wildlife. A high per- 
centage of game partially or wholly dis- 
abled by shot will eventually die of 
wounds or be killed by natural enemies. 
Gainie lost by crippling. means more 
game killed or crippled by hunters in an 
effort to complete the hunting bag. 

“Crippling losses of upland game and 
waterfowl have become a cause of grave 
concern on the part of conservation of- 
ficials and thoughtful sportsmen. The 


extent of these losses is indicated by , 


studies in various states. In Minnesota, 
for example, crippling losses of ducks 
were found to vary from eleven to 54 
per cent of the total number bagged plus 
birds known to be crippled, and the loss 
by pheasant hunters to vary from six to 
48 per cent. The percentage of crippling 
was influenced by the type of shooting 
and the experience of the hunters.” 

In recent years, wide advances have 
been made in the development and es-

tablishment of wildlife research and 
game management technique. It has be- 
come recognized that reduced bag limits 
and restocking programs will not alone 
preserve the sport of hunting, much less 
supply the demands of an annually in- 
creasing number of hunters. Fact finding 
efforts which delve into contributing fac- 
tors far beyond the obvious, are now ac- 
cepted by the layman-sportsman as most 
important to the improvement of the 
general over-all wildlife picture. Up until 
comparatively recent years, little thought

to such activities. On the dog’s place in 
wildlife research, Dr. Yeatter says: 
“Game research has created a ne 
field of usefulness for the talents of var.

Max Barry, and thus drew attention to 
the value of trained dogs in wildlife in- 
vestigations.

Spaniels for Rabbits “ 


1 Be once in a while, your editor re- 
ceives a letter from some novice 
owner of his first spaniel having great 
fun in working his dog but, knowing his 
lack of experience, fearful of doing the 
wrong thing with him. These letters gen- 
erally contain the question, “Will it harm 
my spaniel to shoot a few rabbits in front 
of him?” 

Indeed it will not harm a spaniel to 
shoot rabbits to his flushes. In fact, to 
give his master shots at “feathers or fur” 
is his proper function afield, This does 
not mean that he is to be allowed to 
chase rabbits in the fashion of a beagle 
for the well-trained spaniel, either cock- 
er or springer, should stop instantly 
upon the flush or jump of his game and 
remain “steady” until ordered on or in 
to fetch after the gun is fired, His pur- 
pose is to find the game, either feathered 
or furred, spring it from its form or put 
it into the air, then await the orders of 
his master. It’s up to you to handle your 
gun in such manner that his efforts have 
not been in vain. He then finishes the 
job by finding the dead game and re- 
trieving it to you. 

It is not an easy matter to teach a 
spaniel to stop and remain “hupped” 
(down) or standing when a rabbit 
jumps in front of him. The bobbing pow- 
der puff of a cottontail or a fleeing snow- 
show hare is a mighty tempting sight. 
So is the soaring form of a cackling 
cock pheasant. Yet patience and perse- 
verance will prevail eventually and such

I may be sticking my neck out when I 
guess that your dog is being kept in a 
kennel alone, I'd suggest that you kennel 
her with another dog and show that other 
dog a good deal of attention. Jealousy 
sometimes works wonders with hunting 
dogs. Perhaps she is somewhat anti-social 
or really timid around other dogs. In 
such cases, kenneling her with another 
dog is the quickest way to cure this fault. 
As she is only 18 months old, I think the 
constant association with another dog 
will snap her out of this.—H. P. D. 


Careful with the Spikes 


Mr. Davis: Do you recommend. the 
use of a spike collar in training dogs?— 
E.A.B., Attleboro, Mass. 


Only in the hands of an experienced 
trainer who is able to keep his temper. 
The spike collar can be very effective 
and get wonderful results if used prop- 
erly, but I hesitate to recommend its 
general use for the average amateur 
or beginner is apt to use it too often, 
too long at a time and too harshly. Im- 
properly used it can break the spirit 
and ruin too many promising prospects 
for me to give it my unqualified en- 
dorsement.—H.P.D. 


Curing a Car-chaser 


Mr. Davis: My setter has the bad 
habit of chasing automobiles. How can 
I stop him from doing this?—J.D.R., 
Columbia, Tenn. 


This is an extremely dangerous and 
disturbing habit. I have had two val- 
uable young hunting dogs killed in this 
manner before I could break them of 
the practice and can well understand 
your uneasiness. The best method I 
have found is to have a friend drive 
his car by at a fairly slow rate of speed. 
Let the dog chase the car and when he 
is in just the right spot have your friend 
give him a good squirting with a water 
pistol filled with half household am- 
monia and half water. Then immedi- 
ately give him a good going over with 
a folded newspaper. Allow him to for- 
get the incident and then give him an- 
other good dosage. Three such treat- 
ments should effect a cure, although it 
may have to be repeated. I had one 
dog which was made rather car-shy by 
this method but it was worth it, for he 
was such a bad offender I am sure he 
would have been killed.—H.P.D.
